New York.— Attention has beer 
called a number of times to the man 
ner In which the Germans managed 
to dominate In the control and price ol 
nonferrous metals.

"It Is the Kngllsh branch of one of 
the greatest companies the world baa 
ever seen ; it U a combination, an oc- 
topus whose tentacles extended before 
the war all over the world, and whose 
heart was at Frankfort-on-Main. It is 
an organization that had a strangle- 
hold on the whole of the world, that 
affected not only Its commercial and 
industrial life, but affected also the 
political life ; which worked unceasing- 
ly for the commercial benefit of Ger- 
many, which gathered huge 
the benefit of Germany.
